An Old Home 


THE FORMER HOME of the McNear family at 
121 Knight Drive in Glen wood is the reason that a 
group of members of the Episcopal Church of the 
Redeemer parish will have a house tour in the 
Peacock Gap, Bayside Acres and Glenwood area 
on Thursday.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Behr Has Qualifications 
For State Senate Job 


In an editorial last May 21, during 
the priman’ campaign, we made this 
comment on the contest for Republi­ 
can nomination for state senator: 
•Representing what m i g h t be 
called the Warren-Kuchel wing of the 
GOP is Peter H. Behr of Mill Valley, 
former Marin County supervisor well 
known for his efforts on behalf of 
open space conservation. Behr. when 
challenged on his standing as a 'real 
Republican,’ h a s emphasized his ef­ 
forts on behalf of Sen. Thomas H. Ku- 
chel, thereby indicating his adherence 
to Kuchel*s principles.’* 
In that editorial, we endorsed Don 
Pinkerton of Fairfield for the nomina­ 
tion. Republicans of the Fourth Sena­ 
torial District, however, preferred Pe­ 
ter Behr. 
We cannot q u a r r e l with their 
choice. 


BEHR, AS WE pointed out in May, 
has excellent credentials as a conser­ 
vationist. He has experience through 
his s e r v i c e on the Mill Valley City 
Council and Marin County Board of 
Supervisors. He has been a c t i v e in 
many political organizations — mostly 
conservation-type groups rather than 
party organizations. He has p r o v e d 
himself a man of ability. 
Whether Behr is a "real Republi­ 
can*’ becomes of no consequence now. 
The choice Nov. 3 will be of a man to 
r e p r e s e n I all the residents of the 
Fourth Senatorial District — Marin, 
Xapa and S o l a n o— in the upper 
house of the state legislature. The win­ 
ner should subjugate party interests to 


the greater public interest. Since Behr 
has not been a “strict party man,” this 
should not be difficult for him. 
Behr’s Democratic o p p o n e n t is 
Michael R. Peevey of San Rafael. 
In many r e s p e c t s , there is not 
much difference between what Behr 
professes and what Peevey professes. 
Both are opposed to continued involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam war. Both espouse 
conservation and environment issues 
with approximately equal fervor. 
Peevey, following the lead of his 
p a r t y ’s hierarchy, downgrades the 
Bagley-Reagan tax reform plan that 
failed by one vote in the state Senate 
this year. Behr says he will vote for 
the plan if it comes up again next year 
— as it likely will, with some modifica­ 
tions. 
Peevey, as a Democrat, finds little 
good about Gov. Ronald Reagan. Behr, 
as a Republican, finds little good about 
Jesse M. Unruh, the Democratic candi­ 
date for governor. 
But on most issues, the two candi­ 
dates are not far apart. 


THIS DOES NOT. however,-mean 
there is little to choose between them. 
While Behr has long experience in 
government, Peevey has none. While 
Behr has a long record of public activi­ 
ty in behalf of conservation. Peevey is 
a newcomer to the field. While Behr 
has proved his ability, Peevey has yet 
to do so. 
The choice thus becomes simple: 
Party labels aside, Peter Behr is far 
the stronger candidate, and should be 
elected.

As a safe substitute for hard insec­ 
ticides, the natural virus diseases of in­ 
sects look m ore and more promising.

proposition, says the Constitu- 
t i o n a l Revision 'Commission 
has gone beyond its charge of 
updating the constitution, and 
is recommending substantive 
changes. 
PROPOSITION 15 is another 
recommendation of the consti­ 
tutional Revision Commission. 
The proposal restates several 
provisions in the constitution 
without substantive c h a n g e , 
and shortens the language. 
Certain sections of the con­ 
stitution would 'be eliminated 
and placed under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the state legislature, in­ 
cluding the obsolete provision 
against dueling, 
which was 
adopted in the early days of 
the state to prevent the politi­ 
cians from shooting each other 
up. Now most of the political 
dueling is with w’ords. 
Some opposition to Proposi­ 
tion 15 results from the fact it 
removes the constitutional pro­ 
tection of veterans to be rein­ 
stated in their jobs when re­ 
turning from, military service. 


Largely through the efforts 
of the PTA units and coverage 
in the I-J, citizens concerned 
with our San Rafael schools 
were able to give their reac­ 
tions to a proposed draft on 
“Student Rights and Responsi­ 
bilities.”

The people not 
alone of South Vietnam but 
Cambodia and Laos will thus 
continue to be subjected to the 
hell of bombing that day after 
day shatters the lives of men. 
women and children, destroys 
villages and farms and drives 
ever-new thousands of refu­ 
gees into tre cities and pitiful­ 
ly inadequate refugee camps. 


TO BE BLIND to the suffer­ 
ing of the people of Indochina 
is to deliberately ignore one of 
the 
most 
urgent, 
desperate 
even, reasons for an end to the 
s h o o t i n g . Almost the only 
agency that has tried to bring 
this vast and increasing pool 
of misery to public attention is 
the Senate subcommittee on 
refugees of which Sen... Edward 
M. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
is chairman. 
The committee’s latest re­ 
port. prepared by staff mem­ 
bers after on-the-spot inspec­ 
tion in Indochina and largely 
ignored, shows an official fig­ 
ure for civilian war casualties 
admitted to hospitals of 59.480. 
But that figure ignores other 
casualties 
treated 
elsewhere 
or not related at all. " 
The report notes that while 
the U.S. aid mission in. Laos 
was asking for only a few mil­ 
lions for refugees, the military 
was spending upward of $4,- 


680.000 a day on sorties over 
Laos, From Udom Air Base in 
Thailand each sortie, accord­ 
ing to the Defense Depart­ 
ment, costs $7.400. At the peak 
in the dry season up to 800 sor­ 
ties a day were being flown, 


D E S P I T E REPORTS of 
progress in pacification, the 
report states that a vast seg­ 
ment of South Vietnam’s 18 
million people are not con­ 
vinced that their villages arc 
secure and they remain as ref­ 
ugees. An additional 500,000 
have been added to toe official 
rolls in the first six months of 
1970 alone. 
Confronted with the statis­ 
tics of civilian death, misery 
and. fear, those directing; the 
war 'point to Viet Cong terror­ 
ism as a root cause. Terrorism 
is more pervasive as the strat­ 
egy of frontal attack recedes. 
The official figures through 
September of this year show 
9.000 incidents of Viet Cong 
terrorism, with 4,800 killed and 
10.000 wounded. That undoubt­ 
edly contributes to the refugee 
flow, yet it is small when com­ 
pared with the force of the 
bombing armadas that take to 
the air without, fail day after 
day. 
The president in his address 
included “acts of terror” as 
ending under a cease-fire. An.

The Czechs, a people accus­ 
tomed to imperial suppression, 
tend to refer today to the 
U.S.S.R. as “the Emperor.” 
It is obvious they know that 
while emperors may change 
their clothes, the emperors are 
all similar underneath in their 
naked, power. 
'Does this mean the power 
may be challenged? Not likely. 


AS 
ONE CZECH put 
it: 
“ Everyone hates this new re­ 
gime. But those with jobs and 
families won’t make a move. 
Only the young people, the 
teen-agers, wrho hasen’t any 
obligations yet, express their 
atered.” 
Even they do it carefully, 
for 
when 
I 
asked 
another 
Czech if there were city police 
or simply one state police 
force, I received the answer: 
“Just one — and just one se­ 
cret police.” 
'The young, perhaps, have 
even more reason to 'hite the 
new system than their elders.

It fosters 
cynicism, and then nihilism. 


P R A G U E ’S favorite beer 
halls and wine shops and res­ 
taurants are full (in the even­ 
ings) with young people. They 
get there early. They need to. 
Not since wartime have I en- 
c o u n t e r e d so many items 
struck from the menu so soon 
after meal-hour starts. 
Some Czechs maintain that 
80 per cent of a man’s income 
has to be spent on .food — an 
obvious reason why a wife has 
to work, too. 
This subject of food prices is 
the most bitter I encountered. 
A man told me it cost him 
three weeks’ pay for his an­ 
nual car license. But he said it 
with a shrug. 
Czechoslovakia 
has 
r i c h 
farmland, well able to produce 
grain, beef, fruit. Yet I trav­ 
eled through s o u t h e r n and 
western 
Bohemia 
for 
three 
days and rarely saw cattle. 
Czechoslovakia is a small 
country, not rich, and in some 
of its cities distinctly shabby. 
It doesn’t look like a. country 
that can afford both military 
arms and butter. The people 
know this, and are cynical, of­ 
ten tense, and not given to 
easy laughter.

For years the Novato Public 
Works Department and city 
council talked about extending 
Arthur Street through to Indi­ 
an Valley Road, a short dis­ 
tance away. For years this was 
talk, talk about relieving the 
congestion of N o v a t o High 
School students having to de­ 
tour around Center Road and 
South Novato Boulevard to get 
to the school from West Nova­ 
to. 
This year the road was final­ 
ly cut through and Indian Val­ 
ley Road was improved. In the 
same project, the Hill Road 
and Diablo Avenue intersec­ 
tion was straightened. 
There is a noticeable im­ 
provement in the traffic to and 
from Novato High School, but 
the city did not insist on side­ 
walks on the extension. 
This has caused considera­ 
ble comment, e s p e c i a l l y 
among developers and real es­ 
tate men. Developers are re­ 
quired to install sidewalks on 
new development, but the city 
did not put them in on Arthur 
Street nor along Indian Valley 
and Hill roads. 
To straighten out Hill Road 
at Diablo Avenue, the city vio­ 
lated its own grade ordinance 
and made a cut about 60 feet 
high. 
The new convalescent hospi­ 
tal nearby had to redesign its 
plot plan to avoid high cuts. It 
also had to install sidewalks. 
It would seem that the city 
ordinances apply to everyone 
except the city. 


ONE PUBLIC agency that 
deserves some praise is the 
Novato Creek committee. It 
organized and carried out a 
successful cleanup of the creek 
from Seventh Street to Grant 
Avenue. It wanted to show 
how much debris is thrown 
into the creek, and it suc­ 
ceeded. 


Whether it can get enough 
interest aroused to clean up 
the crecg from Seventh Street 
to Highway 101 remains to be 
seen. 
At least, the water from 
heavy rains will flow faster 
through the cleaned-out sec­ 
tion. And it was done with vol­ 
unteer labor, not through hired 
crews.

But there is a 
small group of people in this 
country who are fighting for 
Bank Birth Control. 


THIS IS HOW Huddlesione 
Hubbard, the BBC’s chairman, 
explained it: 
"Whenever you see an old 
building torn down,” Hubbard 
said, “you usually see a candy 
store, a dry cleaner, a delica­ 
tessen and possibly a florist 
tom down with it. These shops 
are all replaced in the new 
building with a beautiful glass, 
aluminum, wall-to-wall carpet­ 
ed money-factory. 
“Now from an esthetic view­ 
point, a bank looks better than 
a dry cleaner, a candy store, a 
delicatessen and a florist.

It showed 
that m o st frequently persons who 
com plain to Bureaus about home 
im provem ent contractors w ere 
distressed over poor workm an­ 
ship or unfinished work.

alienation 
of

number of irritated viewers.” 
—“The longer the program, 
the 
more 
difficult 
it 
is 
to 
sustain viewer 
attention. For 
this reason, the shorter pro­ 
gram periods, from five to 15 
minutes, are preferable to the 
30 
or 
60-minute 
programs, 
unless there is an unusually 
powerful film or special feature 
involved.” 
—Spot announcements are not 
practical 
or 
efficient 
for 
discussion of issues in depth, 
but are “excellent for getting 
across 
an 
impression 
of

candidate and for associating 
him with a single, important 
idea at a time.” 
—“You do not have to look 
like

be 
presentable,

“ I played this hand at the 
Cannes tournament this year,” 
Monk told me. “The opponents 
were Jacobi and Catzeflis. The 
bidding was pretty normal for 
me. As you know, I like to bid.” 
This was the understatement 
of the year, but I just nodded. 
“The opening lead is the ace 
of spades,” Monk told me. “ Ev­ 
erybody plays low. West then 
leads the queen of spades, and 
East discards a lew diamond. 
What do you know about the 
hand, and how do you play it?” 


EASY TO1 READ 
It was easy. East couldn't 
nave all five of the missing 
iearts since with an ace and a 
ting he would respond to the 
opening bid of one spade. E ast 
surely had four hearts for his 
d o u b l e of our hearts, and 
West’s singleton was either the 
dng or the ace. 
E ast surely had only four dia­ 
monds since with five diamonds 
and three clubs he would dis­ 
card a club at the second trick 
rather than a diamond. So E ast 
started with one spade, four 
hearts to the A—J—10 or to the 
K-J-10 and four low cards, in 
both diamonds and clubs. There 
was a slight possibility that 
East had f ive low clubs, but 
then he would probably discard 
a club at the second trick. 


WINS SECOND TRICK 
Monk won the second trick 
with the king of spades and lec 
a low heart. Then he won the 
spade continuation, took the die 
mond finesse and ran the rest of 
dum m y’s long suit, discarding 


three hearts and two clubs from 
his hand. 
At the end, East had to hold 
the ace of hearts and could 
therefore hold only two clubs.

health education. By this stan­ 
da rd Marin County had 
a 
m ental health center in opera­ 
tion four years in advance of 
the construction of the build­ 
ing now commonly referred to 
a s the mental health center. 


In 1968. Dr. Wilson thought he 
was conung to Marin to organ­ 
ize a mental health center, or 
services. Actually he was com­ 
ing to operate an existing pro­ 
gram housed in a new facility. 
Those services had previously 
been dispersed at various loca­ 
tions. 
Wilson was led by people dis­ 
contented with the existing pro­ 
gram — to believe he was or­ 
ganizing mental health center 
services. 
His only responsibility in this 
area was to design inpatient and 
partial carc service, previously 
on a very small scale, and to su­ 
pervise operation of the center s 
other services. 
He didn't see the center’s role 
as part of a larger, countvwide 
program which included serv­ 
ices not offered by the center. 
Neither the supervisors nor the 
Marin County Mental Health Ad­ 
visory Board ever c l a r i f i e d 
what the role was to be. 


Dr. Wilson: There are those 
in the mental health commu­ 
nity who assume that there 
are standard ways of running 
mental health programs.. And 
there are, but they have been 
done for a good many years 
and they are not being very 
effective. 


So as a community psychia­ 
trist. 1 feel I’m dead if there is 
not room to experiment. Nobody 
is doing anything today in a 
way that is more than promis­ 
ing. 
One of the first problems en­ 
countered was inheriting Dr. 
Miller staff in children’s serv­ 
ices. They were net coping with 
patients’ problems in a way that 
made any sense at all. They 
were not practicing a brand of 
psychiatry7 that made sense and 
yet they were a homogenous 
group of people who were deter­ 
mined they had one of the best 
children’s services in the coun­ 
try. That service could not be 


changed 
without 
getiing 
rid 
of (he entire staff. 
The place that reflected me 
and my methods were the inpa­ 
tient and day treatment serv­ 
ices. They were brand new and 
were part of the center I was 
responsible for developing from 
scratch as far as starting and 
creating a style of delivering 
services. 
These delivery methods were 
opposed by those in psychiatry 
who cling to a professional im­ 
age. To maintain that image, 
they have to keep assumptions 
going that there are ways of 
doing thing's that only they as 
professionals, know how to do. 
Wilson, interviewed the other 
day. said the children’s staff 
had been running its program, 
developed by Miller, according 
to what he termed a “classical 
model.” Such a program, he 
said dispensed psychiatric treat­ 
ment for a child much in the 
manner of medical treatment. 
This involved, he said, exam­ 
ining a child, watching him in a 
p 1 a v r o o m . performing some 
psychological testing, talking to 
his parents, getting a history of 
his growth pattern and putting 
this information together and 
arriving at a diagnosis and 
treatment plan. 
Wilson said he had eight years 
experience with this treatment 
method before coming to Marin 
and had “ discovered not a hell 
of a lot ever occurred.” He said 
his experience showed parents 
didn't get the help they wanted 
for their children and the chil­ 
dren never seemed to change 
much under such an approach. 


‘•It's a medical model and I 
don’t buy it,” said Wilson add­ 
ing that mental health pro­ 
grams had to facilitate growth 
in an individual not simply 
treat for disease. 


He suggested instead that the 
entire family be diagnosed and 
dealt with, not just the chil.dln 
this way, he said, the program 
can help the family “find more 
effective ways of getting what 
they want from one another.” 
To this end, according to ob­ 
servers, Wilson tried last Octo­ 
ber to integrate the center’s 
adult and child service staffs. 
The childen’s staff objected. 
Miller c l a i m e d Wilson was 
trying to reprogram the two 
f u n c ti o n s which under the 
county c o n t r a c t was 
the 
c o u n t y ’s prerogative. Wilson 
countered he was simply initiat­ 
ing staff changes which was 
within the scope of his position 
as head of the mental health 
center. 


The staffs remained sepa­ 
rate and continue so today 
since the supervisors and hos­ 
pital district board overruled 
Wilson at the height of the 
controversy. 


Dr. Jam es D. Green, presi­ 
dent of the Marin Psychiatric 
Society, said the other day he 
felt ’children’s services “ was 
performing extremely well” un­ 
der Miller’s set up. 
“ Some modifications c o u l d 
have been made,” he said, “but 


| the favored treatment in han­ 
dling children is the one-to-one 
1 (doctor-patient) 
relationahip.” 
Limitations on manpower and 
money, however, have made 
impractical 
emphasizing t h e 
child and providing each child a 
pyschiatrist, he conceded. 
Other areas of disagreement, 
Green said, centered around die 
staff structuring of the center’s 
I inpatient and partial care serv- 
j ices. 
He pointed to admission of pa­ 
tients under private care (as op­ 
posed to county patients) as an 
i example. 


“The conventional role of a 
medical staff, that is. doctors 
telling nurses and nurses tell­ 
ing technicians was eliminat- 
! ed (by Wilson) in inpatient 
and day care services,” he 
said. “Everything was on a 
I first-name basis. There was 
an effort to blur the lines of t 
authority and identity. This 
was the basis of professional j 
objection.” 


Green 
said that with 
this 
equality of positions within the 
center, it was not unlikely to 
have a nurse tell a doctor his 
(private) patient was not suita- j 
ble for admission. 
“ Doctors are used to saying 
when their patients will be ad­ 
mitted.” he said, “not having a 
nurse tell them .” 
Wilson said he established the , 
services in that manner to facil- 
itate operation by doing aw ay' 
with the usual preoccupation! 
among staffs with the proverbi­ 
al “peeking-order.” First names j 
were used, dress was casual 
and staff members had the re­ 
sponsibility of saying what they 
thought. This approach was su- i 
perimposed on the psychiatric 
treatment of patients. It was a 
move. Wilson said, to set up a 
community of equals, and im­ 
prove patient treatment through 
improving staff working condi­ 
tions. He deemed it successful. 
His 
informal 
approach 
re­ 
mains in effect. 


Dr. Miller said contrary to 
rumor he didn’t object to Wil­ 
son’s program, per se. “I 
could never find out what was 
going on,” he said, blaming 
Wilson for failing to forward 
program description informa­ 
tion. 


Dr. John R. Guerrant, interim 
center director, and a candidate 
for the permanent post, said 
yesterday the programs estab­ 
lished by Miller and Wilson at 
the c e n t e r have not been 
changed substantially. 
“We are initating just as few 
changes as possible to keep the 
program running until the (di­ 
rector’s position is filled,” he 
said. 
While none of the selection 
committee members would give 
any indication of the type of di­ 
rector they are seeking — one 
with Wilson’s philosophy or one 
with Miller's — it appears his 
success will depend on his abili­ 
ty to develop programs agreea­ 
ble to a large segment of the 
mental health community. 
Without 
complete 
program 
restructuring this m ay prove to 
be the only means of averting 
another mental health struggle 
| like last year's. And it may 
prove to be the only means of 
overcoming the pitfalls created 
by division of responsibilities 
between supervisors and hospi­ 
tal board.

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$11.5 Million Bond 
Issue Is On Ballot 


The financing of the first 
three years of a 10-vear Marin 
Municipal Water District im­ 
provement program as well as 
the first stage of a project to 
bring Russian River water to 
Marin is at stake in an $11.5 
million bond issue on the Nov. 3 
ballot. 


The bond proposal 
seeks 
$7.5 million for district im­ 
provements and $4 million for 
water supply, and both figures 
include small contingency re­ 
serves. 


If the bonds are approved by 
voters, it will mark the begin­ 
ning of a proposed $21,553,600 
district improvement program 
and an initial commitment of 
the district's share of the Rus­ 
sian River water project. 
Four more bond elections are 
tentatively planned in the next 10 
years to finance the rest of both 
projects. 
The bonds will be 
repaid 
through future district revenue' 
without a tax levy and without 
an additional increase in water 
rates — which were hiked 25 
per cent last month — accord­ 
ing to a study by San Francisco 
financial consultants Stone & 
Youngberg. 


The $7.5 million improve­ 
ment program will replace 
and enlarge facilities, many 
constructed before 
1900. 
to 
meet modern water supply de­ 
mands. 


The bond issue, if approved, 
will not finance water for new 
subdivisions 
o r 
undeveloped 
p r o p e r t y nor the proposed 
Southern Marin Sewer system, 
according to the district's gen­ 
eral manager. William R. See-; 
ger. 
The system improvementts. to 
be completed by 1974. include: 
Four transmission lines, total­ 
ing approximately six miles, to 
increase water supply from the 
district's watershed reservoirs 
at a cost of $1,280,500. 


Installation of 42 miles of 
pipeline throughout the dis­ 
trict to replace older and 
smaller distribution m a i n s 
which carry water from stor­ 
age t a n k s or transmission 
lines to the consumer, at a 
cost of $2,789,880. 


Six redwood storage 
tanks 
with 100.000 — gallon capacity 
and 10 steel storage tanks, rang­ 
ing from 500.000 g a l l o n to 
five-million-gallon capacity, at a 
total cost of S1.520.OCO. The 
tanks will increase the district’s 
storage capacity by nearly 17 
million gallons to approximately 
67 million hallons. 


Increasing 
pumping 
plant 
facilities at a cost of $292,460. 
The work will include replace­ 
ment of 12 obsolete standby 
pumps; installation of a pres­ 
sure pump system to alleviate 
low water pressure in four 
areas and installation of two 
new pumping stations and re­ 
location of two others. 


Expansion 
of 
the 
district 
centralized c o n t r o l system 
i which will provide a computer­ 
ized monitor system for tanks, 
pumps and lines at a cost of 
$195,000. 
Enlargement of the San Ger- 
cniino Treatment Plant from a 
capacity of 16 million gallons a 
day to 30 million gallons, at 
a cost of $1,300,000. 
The other $4 million in bond 
monies, if approved, will pro­ 
vide 
pipeline, 
four 
pumping 
plants and a 20 million gallon 
underground 
reservoir n e a r 
Corte Madera which will con­ 
nect the Marin municipal dis­ 
trict to North Marin County Wa­ 
ter District facilities. 


The connection of the dis­ 
tricts between Hamilton Air 
Force Base and Novato, as 
well as the ultimate Sonoma- 
Marin aqueduct to bring Rus­ 
sian River water into both dis­ 
tricts, is needed, according to 


i Seeger, to guarantee a future 
adequate water supply to Ma­ 
rin County. 


Historically the district has1 
obtained its water supply from 
rainfall c o l l e c t e d 
in its 
17.000-acre w a t e r s h e d and 
stored in six lakes — .Alpine. 
Bon Tempe, Kent, Nicasio. La- 
gunitas and Phoenix — with a i 
17 billion-gallon capcitv. 
Consumption has now passed 
what Seeger called the “ Safe 
Yeild” level of 10 billion gallons 
a year. At that rate of consump­ 
tion. he said, two abnormal I 
years of rainfall could put the 
district in trouble. 


With the completion of Nica­ 
sio Dam in 1961. all economi­ 
cally feasible water supply 
sites in Marin were exhaust­ 
ed. according to the district. 


The R u s s i a n River water 
plan, to be financed jointly by 


i the two Marin water districts 
and the Sonoma County water 
agency, will provide an ade­ 
quate water supply into the 
1990s. 
The connecting pipeline which 
next month’s bond issue is in­ 
tended to finance will allow the 
Marin municipal district to pur­ 
chase additional water from the 
North Marin district for an esti­ 
mated three to five years until j 
the Russian river water project 
becomes operational. 


Also included in the $4 mil­ 
lion portion of the bond issue 
is $250,000 for improvement of 
watershed lands. The funds 
will be used for maintenance, 
maintaining trails, improving 
picnic areas, fire protection 
and control and water and 
sanitary facilities. 


A group called Marin Citizens 
for Yes on Water Bonds, with j 
. Rex T. Silvernale of San Rafael 
serving as c h a i r m a n , has 
formed to work for the two- 
thirds majority needed for pas­ 
sage of the bond issue. No for­ 
mal argument against the issue! 
appears on the ballot.

The other second lieutenant 
j has realized the dream of his 
! life by being assigned to this 
i famous regiment. 
After 
considerable 
s o c i a l 
horseplay at the post, matters 
get rolling when the malcontent 
officer makes a drunken pass 
at the window of a major. She 
rushes in from o u t d o o r s 
screaming hysterically that she 
has been assaulted and accuses 
the young man. 
A regular court martial is not 
in order, but there is a tradi­ 
tion about a subalterns’ court 
that has no official standing yet 
serves to clear up certain mat­ 
ters without arousing public at­ 
tention or getting the top offi­ 
cers involved. 
the ambitious lieutenant is 
assigned to defend the trouble­ 
maker, and he takes the job 


with great reluctance. As the 
trial proceeds, testimony seems 
cut and dried as to the guilt of 
the accused, but gradually little

“ Since tiie Reed board has 
felt it necessary to object so 
strenuously 
in 
this 
instance, 
there seem s little need to con­ 
tinue with the contract upon 
which 
Mr. 
F riese's 
services, 
and other related resources of 
this office, are now being prov­ 
ided. The Reed board is there­ 
fore notified that Mr. Friese's 
services to the Reed district will 
term inate as of Oct. 31. 1970. 
and we will expect Mr. Friese 
to return to his regular duties in 
this office on Nov. 2.” 


Noting that the Reed board 
has resumed efforts to recruit 
a permanent superintendent, 
Hollis suggested that it assign 
one of its school principals as 
acting head of the district un­ 
til a permanent appointment 
is made. “ Perhaps Mr. Irwin 
Karp, who has had recent ad­ 
ministrative experience at the 
district level, could handle this 
assignm ent,” he wrote. 


The 
Reed 
district - obtained 
Friese on loan from the county 
schools office as interim super­ 
intendent on the departure of 
Robert B. Gaw last June 30. 
Gaw took a two-year job direct­ 
ing a school in M alaysia, and 
said that, while he would like to 
return to the R eed district, he 
would not expect to do so as su- 
! perintendent. 


He had notified the board of 
j his intention early in April, and 
! initially some trustees hoped to 
have a replacem ent by the time 
of his departure.

For State Senate Job 


In an editorial last May 21. during 
the primary campaign, we made this 
comment on the contest for Republi­ 
can nomination for state senator: 
•■Representing what m i g h t be 
called the Warren-Kuchel wing of the 
GOP is Peter H. Behr of Mill Valley, 
former Marin County supervisor well 
known for his efforts on behalf of 
open space conservation. Behr. when 
challenged on his standing as a ‘real 
Republican.' has emphasized his ef­ 
forts on behalf of Sen. Thomas H. Ku- 
chel. thereby indicating his adherence 
to Kuchel’s principles.” 
In that editorial, we endorsed Don 
Pinkerton of Fairfield for the nomina­ 
tion. Republicans of the Fourth Sena­ 
torial District, however, preferred Pe­ 
ter Behr. 
We cannot q u a r r e l with their 
choice. 


BEHR, AS WE pointed out in May. 
has excellent credentials as a conser­ 
vationist. He has experience through 
his s e r v i c e on the Mill Valley City 
Council and Marin County Board of 
Supervisors. He has been a c t i v e in 
many political organizations — mostly 
conservation-type groups rather than 
party organizations. He has p r o v e d 
himself a man of ability. 
Whether Behr is a “ real Republi­ 
can” becomes of no consequence now. 
The choice Nov. 3 will be of a man to 
r e p r e s e n t all the residents of the 
Fourth Senatorial District — Marin. 
Xapa and S o l a n o— in the upper 
house of the state legislature. The win­ 
ner should subjugate party interests to 


the greater public interest. Since Behr 
has not been a “strict party man,” this 
should not be difficult for him. 
Behr's Democratic opponent is 
Michael R. Peevey of San Rafael. 
In many r e s p e c t s , there is not 
much difference between what Behr 
professes and what Peevey professes. 
Both are opposed to continued involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam war. Both espouse 
conservation and environment issues 
with approximately equal fervor. 
Peevey, following the lead of his 
p a r t y ’s hierarchy, downgrades the 
Bagley-Reagan tax reform plan that 
failed by one vote in the state Senate 
this year. Behr says he will vote for 
the plan if it comes up again next year 
— as it likely will, with some modifica­ 
tions. 
Peevey. as a Democrat, finds little 
good about Gov. Ronald Reagan. Behr. 
as a Republican, finds little good about 
Jesse M. Unruh. the Democratic candi­ 
date for governor. 
But on most issues, the two candi­ 
dates are not far apart. 


THIS DOES NOT. however, mean 
there is little to choose between them. 
While Behr has long experience in 
government. Peevey has none. While 
Behr has a long record of public activi­ 
ty in behalf of conservation. Peevey is 
a newcomer to the field. While Behr 
has proved his ability, Peevey has yet 
to do so. 
The choice thus becomes simple: 
Party labels aside, Peter Behr is far 
the stronger candidate, and should be 
elected.

As a safe substitute for hard insec­ 
ticides. the natural virus diseases of in­ 
sects look more and more promising. 
Viral insect control is far more precise 
than chemical control. 
Using viruses for insect control has 
been compared to picking off a crimin­ 
al in a crowd of people with a high- 
powered rifle, while using hard pesti­ 
cides is like spraying the crowd with a 
machine-gun to get the one man. 
About 85 per cent of all hard pesti­ 
cides are used against 100 insect pests.

Certain sections of the con­ 
stitution would be eliminated 
and placed under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the state legislature, in­ 
cluding the obsolete provision 
against dueling, which was 
adopted in the early days of 
the state to prevent the politi­ 
cians from shooting each other 
up. Now most of the political 
dueling is with words. 
Some opposition to Proposi­ 
tion 15 results from the fact it 
removes the constitutional pro­ 
tection of veterans to be rein­ 
stated in their jobs when re­ 
turning from military service.

TODAY'S WORLD 


WASHINGTON — In offering 
a cease-fire without precondi­ 
tions, President Nixon said it 
should cause all kinds of war­ 
fare to end, including bomb­ 
ing. This places in pawn those 
who have suffered most in the 
war and whose suffering has 
been callously ignored. 


Already it is being said that 
while the Communist side will 
not f o r m a l l y “ reject" the 
cease-fire, they will n e v e r 
agree to it. The people not 
alone of South Vietnam but 
Cambodia and Laos will thus 
continue to be subjected to the 
hell of bombing that day after 
day shatters the lives cf men, 
women and children, destroys 
villages and farms and drives 
ever-new thousands of refu­ 
gees into tre cities and pitiful­ 
ly inadequate refugee camps. 


TO BE BLIND to the suffer­ 
ing of the people of Indochina 
is to deliberately ignore one of 
the most urgent, 
desperate 
even, reasons for an end to the 
s h o o t i n g . Almost the only 
agency that has tried to bring 
this vast and increasing pool 
of misery to public attention is 
the Senate subcommittee on 
refugees of which Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy cf Massachusetts 
is chairman. 
The committee’s latest re­ 
port, prepared by staff mem­ 
bers after on-the-spot inspec­ 
tion in Indochina and largely 
ignored, shows an official fig­ 
ure for civilian war casualties 
admitted to hospitals of 59.480. 
But that figure ignores other 
casualties treated elsewhere 
or not related at all. 
The report notes that while 
the U.S. aid mission in Laos 
was asking for only a few mil­ 
lions for refugees, the military 
was spending upward of $4,- 


680.0C0 a day on sorties over 
Laos. From Udorn Air Base in 
Thailand each sortie, accord­ 
ing to the Defense Depart­ 
ment, costs $7,400. At the peak 
in the dry season up to 800 sor­ 
ties a day were being flown. 


D E S P I T E REPORTS of 
progress in pacification, the 
report states that a vast seg­ 
ment of South Vietnam’s 18 
million people are not con­ 
vinced that their villages are 
secure and they remain as ref­ 
ugees. An additional 500,000 
have been added to the official 
rolls in the first six months of 
1970 alone. 
Confronted with the statis­ 
tics cf civilian death, misery 
and fear, those directing the 
war point to Viet Cong terror­ 
ism as a root cause. Terrorism 
is more pervasive as the strat­ 
egy of frontal attack recedes. 
The official figures through 
September of this year show 
9.000 incidents of Viet Cong 
terrorism, with 4,800 killed and 
10.000 wounded. That undoubt­ 
edly contributes to the refugee 
flow, yet it is small when com­ 
pared with the force of the 
bombing armadas that take to 
the air without fail day after 
day. 
The president in his address 
included “ acts of terror" as 
ending under a cease-fire. An 
administration source respond­ 
ed to a question on this score 
that the Viet Cong were be­ 
lieved to have fairly tight con­ 
trol over their cadres. While 
sporadic acts of terror might 
occur, they would not disrupt 
an agreement to stop the 
shooting. 
When the bombers and the 
fire ships roar across the rice 
paddies, peasants and soldiers 
alike brandish clenched fists in 
helpless ragé at the intruders.

Czechs Are Sadly Cynical 
Over Loss Of Freedom

cynicism there is sadness, and 
never was that more apparent 
than in the Czechoslovakia of 
today, two years after the up­ 
rising — and subsequent Rus­ 
sian invasion — of 1968. 
The Czechs, a people accus­ 
tomed to imperial suppression, 
tend to refer today to the 
U.S.S.R. as “ the Emperor.” 
It is obvious they know that 
while emperors may change 
their clothes, the emperors are 
all similar underneath in their 
naked power. 
Does this mean the power 
may be challenged? Not likely. 


AS ONE CZECH put it: 
“ Everyone hates this new re­ 
gime. But those with jobs and 
families won’t make a move. 
Only the young people, the 
teen-agers, who hasen’t any 
obligations yet, express their 
atered.” 
Even they do it carefully, 
for when I asked another 
Czech if there were city police 
or simply one state police 
force, I received the answer: 
“ Just one — and just one se­ 
cret police.” 
The young, perhaps, have 
even more reason to hfte the 
new system than their elders. 
After all, more than any otiher 
group they tasted the freedom 
of expression — especially in 
the arts — during the three 
months before August of two 
years ago. 


THERE IS NO doubt that 
freedom has been crushed. En­ 
trants to Czech universities to­ 
day must pass two examina­ 
tions, one academic, one politi­ 
cal. The child of an intellec­ 
tual or a member of the pro­ 
fessional classes doesn’t stand

Ordinances In Street Extension 


Whether it can get enough 
For years the Novato Public 
Works Department and city 
council talked about extending 
Arthur Street through to Indi­ 
an Valley Road, a short dis­ 
tance away. For years this was 
talk, talk about relieving the 
congestion of N o v a t o High 
School students having to de­ 
tour around Center Road and 
South Novato Boulevard to get 
to the school from West Nova­ 
to. 
This year the road was final­ 
ly cut through and Indian Val­ 
ley Road was improved. In the 
same project, the Hill Road 
and Diabio Avenue intersec­ 
tion was straightened. 
There is a noticeable im­ 
provement in the traffic to and 
from Novato High School, but 
the city did not insist on side­ 
walks on the extension. 
This has caused considera­ 
ble comment, e s p e c i a l l y 
among developers and real es­ 
tate men. Developers are re­ 
quired to install sidewalks on 
new development, but the city 
did not put them in on Arthur 
Street nor along Indian Valley 
and Hill roads. 
To straighten out Hill Road 
at Diablo Avenue, the city vio­ 
lated its own grade ordinance 
and made a cut about 60 feet 
high. 
The new convalescent hospi­ 
tal nearby had to redesign its 
plot plan to avoid high cuts. It 
also had to install sidewalks. 
It would seem that the city 
ordinances apply to everyone 
except the city.

Every Time A Bank Goes Up, 


Something In All Of Us Dies 


WASHINGTON - E v e r y 
time an old building is torn 
down in this country, and a 
new building goes up, the 
ground floor becomes a bank. 
The reason for this is that 
banks are the only ones who 
can afford the rent for the 
ground floor of the new build­ 
ings going up. Besides, when a 
bank loans someone money to 
build a new building, it usually 
takes an option for the street- 
floor facilities. 
Most p e o p l e don’t think 
there is anything -wrong with 
this and they accept it as part 
of the American free enter­ 
prise system. But there is a 
small group of people in this 
country who are fighting for 
Bank Birth Control. 


THIS IS HOW Huddlestone 
Hubbard, the BBC’s chairman, 
explained it: 
“ Whenever you sec an old 
building torn down,” Hubbard 
said, “ you usually see a candy 
store, a dry cleaner, a delica­ 
tessen and possibly a florist 
torn down with it. These shops 
are all replaced in the new 
building with a beautiful glass, 
aluminum, wall-to-wall carpet­ 
ed money-factory.

Truth in Advertising 


Fortunately, most business is honest; and over the 
years, advertising and selling have become more 
truthful and informative. 


Thirty years ago, most people called the Bu­ 
reaus to complain — about advertising or 
selling misrepresentation. Today it’s just the 
opposite. Most people call the Bureaus 
not to complain but simply to inquire. 
Of the more than 4*/2 million calls to 
the BBBs last year, 9 out of 10 were 
inquiries — people who simply 
wanted to check on the reputation of a 
company or find out about some busi­ 
ness practice. 


Frequently, today's problems result from 
unintentional mistakes. In 80-90% of 
the cases, Bureaus report voluntary so­ 
lutions.

of

number of irritated viewers.” 
—“The longer the program, 
the 
more 
difficult 
it 
is 
to 
sustain viewer attention. For 
this reason, the shorter pro­ 
gram periods, from five to 15 
minutes, are preferable to the 
30 
or 
60-minute 
programs, 
unless there is an unusually 
powerful film or special feature 
involved.” 
—Spot announcements are not 
practical 
or 
efficient 
for 
discussion of issues in depth, 
but are “excellent for getting 
across 
an 
impression 
of 
a 
candidate and for associating 
him with a single, important 
idea at a time.” 
—“ You do not have to look 
like a movie 
idol. But you 
should 
be 
presentable,

modern, clean, pressed suits, 
collars that do not curl, shoes 
that are shined and not run 
down at the heels, socks that 
are plain, unwrinkled and which 
cover the calves, hair that is 
near.”

Q. We have shares of Gener­ 
al Public Utilities. What is the 
outlook for this firm? What 
about rate relief? C.K.
